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FLASH: WE ARE BUILDING A NETWORK TO 


DETECT LIGHTNING, BLITZORTUNG!

No one would deny that lightning is a hazard for everyone. If you have ever been 
caught outside without shelter in an unexpected lightning storm, perhaps on a 
golf course, or have ever flown through a lightning storm, you likely know the 
feeling of vulnerability. | remember many times when | was at work when a storm 
hit and | asked myself “did | ground my feedline the last time | operated?” | saw 
images of my house on fire, or worse yet my rigs damaged by the incredibly 
destructive force of lightning. 


There is a growing national, international really, network of weather observers 
who are building and deploying lightning detectors. Locally there is only one 
online and we have the privilege of hearing from the leader of the team of hams 
who built it, Ned, W2NED. 


A group of German weather enthusiasts has put together a kit so that anyone 
can build a lightning detector. Well, not anyone because the “kit” consists of 
several bags of parts, a few circuit boards and pictures of how it should look 
when it is done. It isn’t your typical Heathkit. Consequently the skill level and 
attention to detail needed to complete the kit is above average and Ned and his 
team have built one that is online and reporting lightning from around the 
country.

realtime?lang=en. The yellow dots 
represent lightning and the lines show 


the connections between the lightning 
events and the amateur monitors that 
detect them which are distributed 
around the country. You can access 
maps of other countries via links on the 
upper left hand side of that page. Our 
monitor is currently installed at the 
southern shore of Lake Ontario. 


There are a number of fascinating aspects of this upcoming program. The mere 
act of coordinating such a complex project is a lesson for many of us but we will 
also learn about how the detectors work, what it is like to build a functional 
device from bags of parts and how the growing network will benefit us now and 
as it continues to grow.

WA2IEO and James Shipkowski, WB2WWV. 


New to amateurs this month, and high tech for many, was the announcement of antenna modeling software for the 
average Amateur with a typical home computer. Yagi Optimizer would plot gain, F/B data and let you play "what if? until 
the cows come home. 


“What's a Duathlon ?” you might ask before volunteering. Well, it’s a 3.5 mile run, followed by an eleven mile bike ride and 
then running an additional 1.5 miles. The event is September 11" and Dave Payne KA2J, will sign you up for 
communications duty. Sherwood Snyder (sk) W2KFU, Attorneys at Law, remained a long term advertiser. 


40 YEARS AGO, SEPTEMBER, 1974 


First month on the job and your new Vice President and Program Chairman, Bill March, WA2CER, wrote to announce the 
September program with a familiar face and voice, that of Mr. Len Gessin, WA2ZNC. Len, who was the Assistant 
Superintendent “up on the hill’ at County/City Radio Central, will tell why effective one-way radio communications is so 
important. And speaking of new officers in new jobs, voted into office for the 1974/75 RARA season were: President Joe 
Hood K2YAH, V-P Bill March WA2CER, Secretary David Holtz WB2HTH and Treasurer Len Gessin WA2ZNC. To the 
Board of Directors you elected: Jim Collinsworth WB2EDT, Ed Holdsworth (sk) WA2EKR, Bob Lauzon (sk) WB2NSD, 
Robert Phelps (sk) WB2DPT, Ray Roberts (sk) WA2SSU, John Schooley (sk) W2BLU and Harold Smith WA2KND. 


Dave Hassett (sk) K2SQI, wrote to announce that he and Bob Lauzon (sk) WB2NSD, will be conducting RARA’s Code and 
Theory classes at a place so far unknown. Last year’s RIT classroom went from zero to twenty dollars a night. Gone 
almost unnoticed at the 74 Hamfest was the new engraving machine and a group of RARA members volunteering to sell 
name badges and to perform the engraving. Several ruined badges later the crew got the hang of it and the funds went 
into the RARA account rather than paying an outside vendor. And thus “K2JD Engraving” was born.
